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DURING a presentation to valued nature partners and 
stakeholders, in the presence of Her Royal Highness Princess 
Beatrix, Fundacion Parke Nacional Aruba (FPNA) announced 
its plans to reintroduce the locally extinct, yellow-shoul- 
dered amazon, also known locally as the Lora, in Aruba as 
part of its Species Conservation & Reintroduction Program. 
Thirty-three (33) Loras belonging to the parrot family, which 
were illegally smuggled by sea from neighboring countries, 
were placed under the care of FPNA – through a Ministerial 
decree as the legally appointed organization to conserve the 
Lora. This critical effort aims to successfully reintroduce the 
parrot within the island’s protected nature areas and sets 
the stage for the restoration of this extinct species and its 
ecological function in Aruba. 


The Lora (Amazona barbadensis) has been a locally extir- 
pated species in Aruba for the last decades yet continues 
to hold a significant place in the island’s heritage. As the 
predominant parrot species, it played a distinctive ecolog- 
ical function, particularly in seed dispersal, contributing 
to the proliferation of plant species that, in turn, support 
a broader range of wildlife life. The mission of FPNA’s Lora 
Reintroduction & Conservation Project is to establish self- 
sustaining populations of the Lora on a national level. 
Populations of this species continue to exist in isolated 
places on Bonaire and Curaçao, in addition to northern parts 
of Venezuela and the Venezuelan islands of Margarita and La 
Blanquilla. The Lora has been assessed for The IUCN Red 
List of Threatened Species in 2021. For Aruba specifically, 
the Lora is protected by law under the Nature Ordinance, 
Art. 4, and AB 2017 no. 48. 


Local Threats to the “Lora” 
Parrots and Parakeets are one of the most endangered 
groups of birds in the world. There are many threats to Lora 
populations and most of the threats are of human origin 
(Birdlife International 2017, Silvius 1991). It is believed 
that the Lora was extirpated in Aruba around 1947 through 
poaching for pet trade and killed for being considered an 
agricultural pest (Voous 1983). Some of the major local 
threats are invasive species and predators such as domestic 
cats, boas, and rats, and poaching for the pet trade. 


For Aruba, the reintroduction of the Lora is necessary as 
it benefits local ecosystems and enhances biodiversity. 
Additionally, the reintroduction efforts offer a prime oppor- 
tunity to educate the public on the causes of extinction and 
the importance of species conservation. Showcasing the 
successful return of birds that were once held in captivity or 
born in such conditions, serves as a compelling testament 
to the possibilities of global parrot conservation. 


For FPNA, the goal is to create a self-sustained Lora popu- 
lation in Aruba, by reintroducing and restoring the Lora 
wild populations for future generations. Mitigating threats 
through reintroduction, conservation actions, research, 
education and awareness, community engagement and 
policy development is essential. 


For the past year, FPNA’s Conservation team and rangers 
with the support of local, regional, and international experts 
have been hard at work to successfully complete the various 
phases necessary ahead of the reintroduction, while also 
intensifying efforts in community awareness and involve- 
ment. FPNA is dedicated to establishing a lasting funding 
structure through adoption and sponsorship initiatives to 
support this program for the coming decades. Ultimately, by 
the year 2043, FPNA aspires to see thriving populations of 
the Lora throughout the island of Aruba. 


Fundacion Parke Nacional Aruba extends its gratitude 
towards local, regional, and international partners for 
their support in its Lora reintroduction endeavors. It takes 
a village to reintroduce the Lora back to Aruba and this 
could not have been done without the dedicated support 
of Dr. Ricardo Gorgoza and team, Veterinaire Dienst Aruba, 
CITES Authority, Directorate of Nature and Environment, the 
Department of Public Health, Aruba Birdlife Conservation 
and volunteers, Aruba Airport Authority, Vogelpark 
AviFauna, Echo Bonaire, World Parrot Trust, the Ministry of 
Public Health and a special thank you to Aruba’s Minister of 
Nature, Minister Ursell Arends, and his team. Accompanying 
Her Royal Highness Princess Beatrix was Minister Ursell 
Arends, Minister of Nature, who had the honor of witnessing 
the magnificent Loras ahead of their release. 


In preparation for the release of the Loras, FPNA will embark 
on a nationwide awareness campaign with the objective of 
driving awareness and education about the importance of 
native birds of Aruba and ultimately transform the commu- 
nity of Aruba into custodians of these birds alongside FPNA. 


FPNA and Partners Take Action to Reintroduce the Lora in Aruba 
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THE Horacio Oduber Hospital (HOH) 
has received significant accreditation 
as the Club Foot center here in Aruba. 
While HOH has been treating cleft 
foot cases, the arrival of orthopedist 
Caroline Hoenders five years ago 
intensified the treatment. Orthopedist 
Hoenders 
specializes 
in 
pediatric 
care, and joining the team at HOH 
aimed to provide comprehensive Club 
Foot treatment in Aruba. This goal has 
been achieved, and since March, the 
hospital holds official accreditation, 
making it a Club Foot center and the 
only one in the Dutch Caribbean. 


Not every hospital in the Netherlands 
can treat a child with a Club Foot.  
Based on standards set by the Dutch 
Orthopedic 
Association 
(NOV) 
in 
collaboration with the “NOV working 
group Pediatric Orthopedics,” they 
determine which hospitals receive the 
certification as a Club Foot center. 
Now, Aruba has ofÏcial confirmation 
that HOH provides high-quality treat- 
ment for children with Club Foot . 


What is a Club Foot? 
Hoenders explains that a Club Foot 
is a deformity a baby is born with. 
Previously, surgery was often neces- 
sary, but the current plaster treatment 
is more effective and safe. Many times, 
surgery can be avoided, which is better 
for the child’s development and post- 
treatment recovery. During this treat- 
ment, the child wears plaster every 
week to correct the foot and, if needed, 
a brace until the foot forms normally, 
allowing the child to walk properly. 


Treatment Process: 
Ageeth Klaster, plaster specialist at the 
hospital, emphasizes the importance 
of consistent treatment and check- 
ups. Parents are encouraged to bring 
their child in every week for treatment 
and monitoring. It’s crucial to follow 
the treatment plan, and if there are 
any concerns, they should not hesi- 


tate to contact the hospital for an 
earlier plaster change. Early interven- 
tion is essential, especially if the child 
is uncomfortable or the plaster feels 
too tight. 


The initial part of the treatment 
lasts approximately 6 to 7 weeks, 
followed by a change in the treatment. 
Subsequently, a special brace is used 
to continue treating the foot. Klaster 
notes, “We have shoes of different 
sizes, starting from very small to a size 
suitable for a six-year-old. Today’s 
shoes are not ugly anymore, so there’s 
no need to be embarrassed; it’s always 
better to have them wear shoes, 
and then the foot will fully recover. 
Remember that it’s crucial for a child 
to walk well.” 


If a parent has doubts about their 
child’s foot being stiff or walking differ- 
ently compared to other children, it’s 
important to consult a doctor or the Wit 
Gele Kruis for a check-up. It’s better to 
check and confirm “there is nothing” 


rather than leave it unchecked, leading 
to potential complications with the 
foot. 


Quality of Care: 
TheClub Foot team, comprising plaster 
specialist Ageeth Klaster and ortho- 
pedist Caroline Hoenders, recently 
attended an important symposium 
in England. This ensures they stay 
informed about all developments and 
can adapt their treatment if necessary. 


During the symposium, they observed 
that their treatment is indeed excel- 
lent, with all elements in place and of 
high quality. With this accreditation, 
they can now expand and offer Club 
Foot care throughout the region as an 
ofÏcial cleft foot center.

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THE Panama Canal is facing an acute crisis as the Panama 
Canal Authority implements severe reductions in vessel trafÏc 
to counter the escalating impact of a severe El Niño-induced 
drought. This crisis, described by Administrator Ricaurte 
Vásquez Morales as the worst El Niño recorded in recent 
history, has compelled the canal authorities to reduce daily 
transits from 29 to 25 ships immediately. Subsequent weeks 
will witness further reductions, with a target of 18 ships per 
day by February, constituting a significant 40%-50% cut 
from full capacity. 


Under normal conditions, the canal accommodates 34-36 
vessels daily. This drought-related reduction is having a 
major impact on global trade, with 40% of all U.S. container 
trafÏc annually traversing the canal, contributing to a total 
trade value of $270 billion. 


Data from CNBC Supply Chain providers indicates signifi- 
cant disruptions in trade flow due to the drought and vessel 
reductions. Shipping containers passing through the canal 
to the U.S. East Coast are experiencing delays, notably 
affecting the Port of Charleston. 


The Panama Canal’s popularity for East Coast trade is attrib- 
uted to its faster transit time compared to other options. 
Shipping time from Shenzhen, China, to Miami, Florida, via 
the Suez Canal takes 41 days, whereas using the Panama 
Canal takes only 35 days. 
As vessel transits decline, Captain Adil Ashiq, head of North 
America for MarineTrafÏc, predicts an increased likelihood 


of cargo waiting idle. According to MarineTrafÏc, wait times 
have already increased on the Atlantic side by 30% and on 
the Pacific side to 2.2 days. 
The delays are prompting shippers to explore alternative 
plans. Alan Baer, CEO of OL USA, notes that while using the 
Suez Canal may add a week to ten days for cargo to arrive, 
it provides a more predictable timeline. 


Jon Davis, chief meteorologist at Everstream Analytics, 
highlights the broad impact on global commerce, affecting 
sectors like energy, particularly liquefied natural gas (LNG), 
and agriculture. Container ships have priority in crossing 
the canal, with wet bulk and dry bulk vessels experiencing 
more significant impacts. 


Paul Brashier, vice president of drayage and intermodal at 
ITS Logistics, suggests the canal issues may shift bookings 
for Transpacific freight through the Suez Canal, considering 
geopolitical challenges in the Panama Canal region. 
The Panama Canal Authority is striving to conserve water, 
emphasizing its commitment to maintaining current vessel 
weight requirements. Presently, vessels are traversing the 
canal 40% lighter, and the canal aims to avoid further load 
reductions. 


The crisis comes amid a challenging market for shippers, 
with a “massive freight recession,” layoffs, and an uncer- 
tain demand outlook. The Panama Canal’s ability to navi- 
gate these challenges is crucial for sustaining the efÏciency 
and reliability of international trade routes. 


Panama Canal Navigates Unprecedented Crisis 
as Drought Forces Drastic Cuts in Vessel Traffic 
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PFIZER, looking to offset declining demand for its Covid 
products, aims to tap into the burgeoning weight loss 
drug market, projected to reach $90 billion. The success 
of Pfizer’s foray hinges on the upcoming data release for 
its experimental obesity pill, danuglipron, a crucial factor 
in competing against industry leaders Eli Lilly and Novo 
Nordisk. 


The weight loss drug industry saw significant growth with 
weekly obesity and diabetes injections from Eli Lilly’s 
Mounjaro and Novo Nordisk’s Wegovy and Ozempic. These 
companies are now racing to develop oral pills for these 
conditions. 


Investors await Pfizer’s phase two trial data on its twice- 
daily pill for obese patients without diabetes, expecting it to 
match Eli Lilly’s once-daily pill’s weight loss efÏcacy. Pfizer 
is also set to release trial data on a more competitive once- 
daily version of danuglipron early next year. 
Pfizer sees a substantial opportunity in GLP-1s, a class of 
drugs mimicking gut hormones to suppress appetite, with 
CEO Albert Bourla projecting a potential market of $90 
billion. With a roughly 40% share price drop this year, Pfizer 
aims to capture $10 billion of this segment with its oral 


treatment. 
Investor confidence in Pfizer’s weight loss endeavors waned 
after the discontinuation of its experimental once-daily pill 
due to elevated liver enzymes. The remaining twice-daily 
danuglipron is perceived as less convenient, contributing to 
diminished enthusiasm on Wall Street. 


Encouraging trial results could revitalize Pfizer’s standing, 
following the positive trajectory of Novo Nordisk and Eli Lilly. 
Analysts stress that Pfizer’s drug needs to demonstrate 
effectiveness comparable to Eli Lilly’s pill, which achieved a 
14.7% weight loss in phase two trials. 
As analysts await Pfizer’s phase two trial data, questions 
arise about the once-daily version’s efÏcacy and safety 
profile. Physicians favor once-daily pills over twice-daily 
options, and patient adherence is a concern with the latter. 
A once-daily version could address potential side effects 
and improve patient tolerability. 


While Pfizer aims for a pivotal late-stage trial for the once- 
daily version in 2024, questions linger about its readiness 
for potential FDA approval. The release of trial data will be 
a critical juncture for Pfizer, influencing its trajectory in the 
competitive weight loss drug market. 


Pfizer Sets Sights on Lucrative Weight 
Loss Drug Market Amid Pandemic Fallout 
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LOWE’S, the multinational home improvement retailer, is 
set to close 34 stores in Canada early next year, comprising 
26 Rona locations, six Lowe’s outlets, and two Reno-Depots. 
This announcement follows a series of closures disclosed in 
November 2018. Clearance sales for these affected stores 
are scheduled to commence on November 21. 


The provinces impacted by these closures include British 
Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Ontario, Quebec, and 
Nova Scotia. Lowe’s attributes the decision to underperfor- 
mance, deeming the closures a “necessary step” to stra- 
tegically restructure the business. The aim is to redirect 
resources toward enhancing existing stores and capabilities. 


This move underscores the company’s commitment to 
adapting to market dynamics and ensuring long-term 
sustainability. The restructuring strategy aims to optimize 


investments and fortify Lowe’s position in the competitive 
retail landscape. Customers are encouraged to take advan- 
tage of the clearance sales, offering an opportunity to 
acquire products at discounted prices before the scheduled 
closures early next year. 


A groundbreaking initiative, Groningen University’s teaching 
hospital UMCG in the Netherlands is employing artificial 
intelligence (AI) to address patients’ written questions, 
marking a first in Europe. 
An AI application integrated into patients’ digital records 
enables a chatbot to analyze relevant information and 
formulate a response. This preliminary answer undergoes 
verification by the respective healthcare professional before 
being dispatched. 


UMCG anticipates that this innovative system will signif- 
icantly alleviate the administrative burden on doctors, 
nurses, and healthcare providers. Chief Medical Information 
OfÏcer Tom van der Laan emphasizes the supportive role 
of AI in healthcare, emphasizing that professionals remain 
indispensable. 


Patients submit over 1,200 written questions weekly to 
UMCG, covering diverse topics such as pain management 
and post-surgery activities. The AI-driven system, which has 
undergone successful trials, ensures privacy by not being a 
self-learning system based on patient data. 


Similar systems in the United States have demonstrated 
positive outcomes, offering informative and empathetic 
responses. Van der Laan foresees an expanded role for AI 
in healthcare, including creating patient-friendly summa- 
ries and generating discharge letters. The success at UMCG 
paves the way for the potential expansion of this system to 
other hospitals in the Netherlands in the coming months.

Lowe’s Announces Additional Store 
Closures Across Six Provinces in Canada 
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CANADA clinched its first-ever Billie Jean King Cup, 
formerly the Fed Cup, with a resounding 2-0 victory over 
Italy on Sunday. World No. 20 Leylah Fernandez played a 
pivotal role, going undefeated in her five matches throughout 
the week, securing wins against Poland, host nation Spain, 
Czech Republic, and ultimately Italy in the final with a deci- 
sive 6-2, 6-3 triumph over Jasmine Paolini. 


Fernandez expressed the significance of winning the presti- 
gious cup named after tennis icon Billie Jean King, stating, 
“It means the world to me.” The 2021 US Open finalist 
emphasized the confidence the victory instills not only in 


herself but also in the Canadian team. 
Marina Stakusic ranked 258 in the world and a surprise 
pick by Canada captain Heidi El Tabakh, played a crucial 
role with a 3-1 record, including a notable win over world 
No. 43 Martina Trevisan in the final. Stakusic’s performance 
contributed to Canada’s historic achievement in the presti- 
gious women’s team competition. 
The team, presented with the trophy by Billie Jean King 
herself, will receive a record-setting $2.4 million in prize 
money. This triumph follows Canada’s first Davis Cup title 
by the men’s team just a year prior, showcasing the coun- 
try’s burgeoning success in international tennis. 


Leylah Fernandez Leads Canada to 
Historic Billie Jean King Cup Triumph 
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THE NWSL championship held an enticing storyline: Megan 
Rapinoe of OL Reign facing off against Ali Krieger of NJ/ 
NY Gotham FC in their final matches for an elusive trophy. 
However, the script took an unexpected turn when Rapinoe 
suffered an Achilles injury just four minutes into the game, 
ending her career-defining night prematurely. 


Despite Rapinoe’s exit, the Snapdragon Stadium in San 
Diego witnessed a compelling final, setting a new attendance 
record at 25,000. The match featured cautious moments and 
unexpected drama, with Spain’s Esther González securing 
Gotham’s victory. In a surprising twist, Gotham’s goalkeeper, 
Mandy Haught, received a red card in injury time, leading to 
midfielder Nealy Martin taking the gloves to secure the win. 


While Ali Krieger celebrated her first NWSL championship 
on her last day as a professional player, the night felt incom- 
plete without Rapinoe’s star presence. The veteran duo, 


instrumental in building the league, reflected on their early 
struggles in the pre-game press conference. As the NWSL 
looks toward expansion, a lucrative TV deal, and increasing 
parity, Rapinoe’s unexpected exit adds a bittersweet note to 
the league’s evolving narrative. 


SHOHEI Ohtani’s impending free agency has 
sparked anticipation, given his remarkable career. 
Six years ago, the Japanese phenom chose the 
Los Angeles Angels from a list that included the 
Dodgers, Padres, Giants, Mariners, Rangers, and 
Cubs. Although Ohtani prioritized a bond with the 
Angels over market size or league, recent indica- 
tions suggest a preference for a winning team. 


After expressing a desire to win, Ohtani’s looming 
free agency prompts speculation about his next 
move. The Dodgers, with their consistent post- 
season appearances, emerge as contenders, and 
the Angels remain an attractive option due to their 
support for Ohtani’s two-way abilities. However, his 
focus on winning may lead him elsewhere. 


Financial considerations add complexity to the 
decision. The Dodgers, having strategically saved 
funds, are positioned to bid for Ohtani, whose 
value was estimated between $300 million and 
$600 million before a recent UCL injury. Despite 
the injury, experts suggest he remains a lucrative 
investment, likely commanding a historic contract. 
As Ohtani navigates negotiations, the baseball 
world awaits the resolution of the intriguing Shohei 
Ohtani sweepstakes. 


Rapinoe’s Bittersweet Exit Marks NWSL Championship Drama 


The Shohei Ohtani Saga: 


Decoding the Enigmatic Star’s Impending Free Agency 
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RECENT videos showcasing Tony Ferguson’s rigorous 
training sessions alongside ex-Navy SEAL David Goggins 
have sparked worry within the UFC community, with both 
Chael Sonnen and Rafael dos Anjos expressing concerns 
about the intensity of Ferguson’s preparation for his 
upcoming fight against Paddy Pimblett at UFC 296. 


Dos Anjos took to social media, expressing his apprehen- 
sion regarding the lengthy workouts with Goggins, stating 
that they may hinder rather than enhance Ferguson’s condi- 
tion. He emphasized that while mental strength is crucial, 
Ferguson, a former interim lightweight champion, is already 
exceptionally strong mentally. 


Sonnen echoed Dos Anjos’ sentiments, acknowledging the 
positive impact of Goggins but cautioning that Ferguson 
needs to be wise about managing his energy, given the finite 
amount available for training. 


Ferguson, currently on a six-fight winning streak, faces 
Pimblett and aims to avoid mirroring the record-breaking 
seven-fight losing streak of UFC Hall of Famer B.J. Penn. 
Despite his unconventional training methods, which have 
drawn attention throughout his career, Ferguson remains 
resilient and has rebuffed calls for retirement. 
The videos of Ferguson’s intense training prompted the 
UFC community to question whether Goggins, renowned 
for his extreme fitness and motivational speaking rather 
than MMA training, might be pushing the fighter too hard. 


Goggins, in response to critics, posted an Instagram video 
during a workout with Ferguson, vehemently defending their 
approach and emphasizing the importance of mental forti- 
tude in the training process. 


The UFC Performance Institute has conducted studies 
emphasizing the need for tailored training schedules, grad- 
ually intensifying workouts during fight camps and tapering 
down as the fight approaches. These studies underscore the 
significance of recovery and caution against overtraining. 


In response to Sonnen, Dos Anjos advocated for a measured 
approach to training, especially for aging fighters like 
Ferguson. He emphasized the need for shorter, specific 
practices, focusing on specific training aspects rather than 
extended and exhaustive workouts. 
Ferguson, attributing his recent challenges to a lack of belief 
in himself, recently spoke about rededicating himself to the 
sport after 15 years as a professional. Despite the concerns 
raised by fellow fighters and experts, Ferguson remains 
resolute in his determination to continue competing and has 
ruled out thoughts of retirement. 


As the MMA community watches Ferguson’s preparation 
unfold, the debate surrounding the balance between intense 
training and measured recovery continues. Only time will 
reveal the impact of this unconventional training approach 
on Ferguson’s performance in the highly anticipated UFC 
296 bout against Paddy Pimblett. 


Concerns Rise Over Tony Ferguson’s 
Intense Training Regimen for UFC 296 
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THE renewable energy sector is experiencing a challenging 
period marked by plummeting stocks and diminished earn- 
ings, shedding light on the industry’s struggle with supply 
chain issues, manufacturing faults, and escalating produc- 
tion costs. Major players are grappling with the economic 
sustainability of large-scale projects as they endeavor to 
meet the global demand for cleaner energy. 


Siemens Gamesa, a subsidiary of Siemens Energy, encoun- 
tered manufacturing faults, prompting the parent company 
to abandon its profit forecast. Seeking government guar- 
antees of up to $16 billion, Siemens Energy reflects the 
broader issues faced by equipment manufacturers striving 
to keep pace with soaring global demand. 
Specialist wind energy firms are facing fierce competition 
from traditional oil and gas players for seabed licenses, and 
even when successful, electricity prices often fail to justify 
manufacturing costs. The industry is looking to governments 
in Europe and the U.S. for increased subsidies to restore 
balance. 


Most wind energy stocks have witnessed a sharp decline 
since the beginning of the year. Allianz Research reported a 
combined $3 billion decrease in assets for the eight largest 
renewable energy firms globally in the first half of the year, 
citing turbulent conditions, rising construction and financing 
costs, quality-control problems, and supply-chain issues. 
While balance sheets remain solid, renewables compa- 


nies are adjusting their strategies, with Danish company 
Ørsted announcing the abandonment of two offshore proj- 
ects in the U.S. Vestas, however, provided a positive note 
by surpassing earnings projections in the third quarter. CEO 
Henrik Andersen acknowledged the industry’s inflection 
point, emphasizing the importance of market identification 
of “winners and losers” over time. 


Vestas CEO Henrik Andersen remarked on the sector’s disci- 
pline and reliability but acknowledged the need for vigilance 
amid changing macroeconomic factors. Analysts suggest 
that companies and policymakers must reassess their strat- 
egies to ensure a realistic transition to net-zero emissions. 
Jacob Pedersen, senior analyst at Sydbank, highlighted the 
challenges related to projects won at low prices in 2019/20, 
leading to deficits in the order book. He emphasized the 
necessity for a political recalibration of the cost of the 
energy transition, especially given the 20-30% increase in 
wind turbine prices since 2020. 


Despite the challenges, there are indications of improve- 
ment, with newer projects being awarded on more favor- 
able terms. The European Commission’s Wind Power Action 
Plan aims to significantly increase wind installed capacity, 
signaling a recalibration process. However, analysts caution 
that this transformation will require time and substantial 
investments for companies to meet political goals effec- 
tively.
